French reports have noted that a German 
division entrained for the east and well 
on its way had to be brought back to the 
Somme. Clearly no further reduction of 
her strength in the west is possible for 
Germany at present. But the winter is 
drawing on; and Marshal von Hinden- 
burg is apparently gambling on the chance 
that his western front will keep intact 
until the winter, and that, when the 
winter comes, the Allies’ grip will be so 
far relaxed as to enable him to transfer 
troops to complete the work which he 
has undertaken in the east. — Whether 
this gamble will succeed depends partly 
upon the resistance which can be offered 
to his offensive in the east. It depends 
chiefly, however, upon the capacity of the 
Allies in the west to maintain their re 
morseless pressure during the next few 
weeks. Before the winter the concentra- 
tion of Germany’s strength eastwards 
may have issued in disaster to her arms 
in the west, 

Such are the risks which Marshal yon 
Hindenburg. is’ deliberately inviting in 
pursuit of his adventure in the east. We 
may now consider the present develop- 
ment of that adventure. The offensive

Mackensen’s invasion of the Dobrudija. 
That invasion failed in its prime object 
of reaching and i the great 
railway-bridge of Crernavoda which turns 
the Danube obstacle to a descent apon 
Bulgaria from the north ; but it succeeded 
in disorganising the Rumanian plan of 
campaign and in attracting to itself the 
Rumanian reserves embarked upon the 
conquest of Transylvania. In this situa- 
tion General von Falkenhayn has delivered 
his blow on that front. The Rumanians, 
upon the outbreak of war, occupied almost 
without opposition all the passes through 
the Transylvanian Alps, and penetrated 
deeply into the province, especially from 
the east. The Austro-Germans recen 
attacked and reoccupied the Vulkan Pass, 
the most ‘westerly of the passes, but were 
subsequently dislodged again. This move- 
ment may have been a feint. General 
von Falkenhayn has now thrown his 
weight upon the Roter Thurm, the next pass 
to the east, through which the Rumanians 
had advanced to Hermanstadt. Ap-

The young Emperor of Abyssinia, Lij 
Yasu, has been deposed. He is a grand- 
son of Menelik 1I., on whose death in 
December, 1913, he succeeded to the 
throne. For about eight years the occu- 
pant of the throne has not been the real 
ruler of Abyssinia. From 1909 till his 
death, Menelik was ill and unable to per- 
form the functions attaching to his 
sovereignty. Lij Yasu is still a minor. 
During these eight years the real wielder 
of power has been Ras Mikael, the father 
of Lij Yasu, and husband of Menelik s 
second daughter. Another of Menelik's 
daughters has now ben declared 
Empress, and a new heir to the 
throne has been chosen and conse 
crated. The deposition was carried out 
by .a State Council of the principal 
Chiefs, or Rases. Lij Yasu, who is stated 
to be in England, does not appear to have 
beeti consulted in the matter; and we are 
not told whether Ras Mikael was present at 
the Council. The deposed Negus Negust— 
King of Kings, the august title of the 
Emperors of Ethiopia—can hardly have 
given personal offence. The coup détat 
is plainly due to the jealousy of the other 
Chiefs at the great power and authority 
acquired in recent years by Ras Mikael. 
Whether it is jealousy pure and simple, 
or whether Ras Mikael’s sway has been 
marked by flagrant abuses, we suppose 
few persons outside Abyssinia are able to 
say, for the country, notwithstanding its 
old importance and its prominent.

Finally, Professor Mahaffy asks why the Go- 
vernment h to give the Dillon-Ginnell 
faction in the House of Commons inquiry into 
the conduct of the military during the rebellion, 
but declined to publish a list of the brutal 
murders when there were no soldiers on the 
streets. When Mr. Asquith came to Ireiand 
“he was manifestly trying to minimise the 
whole outrage. He is said (I trust, falsely), in 
the hospitals he visited, to have turned his back 
on the wounded soldiers, and attended only to 
the wounded rebels. And yet the lying-in-wait 
for the Sherwood Foresters, and shooting them 
from an ambush, was one of the most shocking 
and lamentable wastes of valuable lives that 
bas occurred in the whole of this crisis.” 

ARCHBISHOP AND PARTITION. 

In the October number of the National Review 
the Archbishop of Dublin writes on “ Ireland 
án 1916.” Dr. Bernard, a Trinity College man, 
has lived in Ireland all his life, and was re- 
cently transferred to the Primacy from the 
Diocese of Ossory. He starts by — Shomag 
the Home Rule Bill is on the Statute Book;

nulla retrorsum, it is futile to hope for its re- 

al: and that the exclusion of the six North- 
áis counties is disliked by everyone in Ire- 
land. At the end of the article he says he has 
never seen a scheme of Home Rule which he 
thought was likely to work well; that he has 
met nobody who believes that the particular 
scheme now on the Statute Book could be 
worked at all without Ulster; but that what- 
ever measure is placed on the Statute Book 
the authority of Parliament must be maintained 
by the armed forces of the Crown against 
Southerners and Northerners alike. ‘The 
practical conclusion is that a sufficient number 
of British troops ought to be kept in Ireland 
after the war to make it quite impossible for 
North and South to engage in civil strife.” 

Dr. Bernard sees many signs of futare trouble, 
and tells us that no ordinary fire insurance com- 

anies will now issue —— against fire caused 
by civil commotion. It iz not in Ireland as in 
England, a platitude that Ireland must remain 
"8 part of the Empire, more closely tied than our 
Overseas Dominions. True, the irreconcilables 
are in a minoriiy among the Nationalists, but 
they have always had more power than their 
numbers entitle them to, and since the rebellion 
these numbers have cg considerably. The 
main cause is due to the executions of the Sinn

How to 
secure this firmness, which is quite a différent 
thing from any unduly violent coercion, under a 
democratic system, in a country wholly unfitted 
as yet for democratic institutions, is not easy 
to determine. But this is the real problem. 
The tradition of yielding to’ sentimental 
clamour when law-breakers are punished is a 
damnosa hereditas which will hamper the succes 
sors of Mr. Birrell and Lord Aberdeen for meny 
a day. ‘The Irish temper bas been trained to 
be impatient of restraint and indignant at 
penalty. And ench a temper is anarchic, 
naturally, inevitably.’*
